For the Apoſtle ſaith, Covetouſneſs s Idolatry; and 
it was forbidden both tothe Rulers, Prieſts, Teach- 
ers and People-in the old and new Teſtament, that 
Idclatrous Prattice. | 

And Chrift ſaith, It « oneof thoſe Evils that defiles 
4. May, that comes out of biws. | 

And the Lord ſaid in tus Law 'and:.Ten Command- 
ments, Ths ſhalt not Covet thy-Neighbour's Houſe, thou 
fhalt not Covet thy Neighbowr's Wife, nor hs Man Ser- 
vant, nor hs Maid Servant, nor bis Ox, nor bis Aſs, nor 
any thing that is thy Neighbour's. 

Now, if this Covetous Spirit: be kept down,. then - 
the Idolater is kept down, and that Idol out of: the: 
Heart.. 

Alſo Th:ft and Stealing was forbidden in the old: 
Covenant, and ſoit isin thenew ; and allars. to la+ 
beur in the thing that is Good.. 

Likewiſe Adw/tery was forbidden in the old Cove. 
nant, and ſoit is in the new ; yea, and more than 
outward Adultery : For, Me that looks after a Woman 
to luſt after her, in the new Covenant, Chriſt. ſaith, 
he hath committed Adultery with her already in his Heart. 

And Bearing Falſe Wirme(s ag 4inff bis Neighbour was 
forbidden in the eld Covenaat; fo it is in the new ? 
For all are to ſpeak Truth to their Neighbour, and lye 
not. . 
And the Lord faith in the old Teftament;Thos [ba/r 
not Kill. | : 

The Apoſtle faith, in the new Covenant, They did 
wot wrefile with Fleſh and Blood, and their Weapons were 
not Carnal, but Spiritual : and Chrift forbid! s Wrath 
in the new Covenant, &c, Fg 
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And Samwel who was a ] 
judged Iſrael all the da his Life, 1 Sam. 7. 15. 
and 1 $4.12.3, Samuel ſaid, 1 «w old & grey-headed, 
and 1 have walked before you from my Childhood unto this 
dey; whoſe Ox or Aſi have Itakew 2 or whom bave 1 de: 
frauned or oppreſſed? or of whoſe hand bave 1 rectived 
ny Bribe to blind my Eyes therewith > And the Children 
of 1/7ael anſwered and ſaid, Thew heff not frawded nor 
oppreſſed any of w«, neither beſt thou received ought at any 
man's hand, Os, 

Now here was a Prophet, and a Prieft, and a Judge 
clear from that Idolatry of Coveronſueſs, and hath nor 
he oe UE many of them which now call themn- 

ſelves Prophets and Pricfts, Judges and Teachers, that 
profeſs the new Covenant ? 

And David (aid, Encline wy. Heart unto thy Teftime- 
nies, and not to Covetouſneſs, Plalm 119. 36. 

So if all who profels Chriſtianity, their Hearts were 
enclined to the Teftimony of Jeſus, the Spirit of Pro- 
phecy, that would keep down the Earthly Spirit of 
Covetoulſneſs, which is Idolatry. 

And as S»/omen ſaith in Prov. 28. 16. He that Hateth 
Covetouſneſs, (hel prolong bis dgjes, Then he that 
loveth Covetouſneſs, which is Idolatry, ſhall not pro- 
long his days. 
| "Kod Feremiah crycd qut againſt the Jews in the 0d 

Covenant, and ſaid, From the Greateſt ts the Left of 
them, the Prophet and the Prieft, every one of theww 45 
mn to Coyetouſneſs, and to deal Falſl, Jer. 6. x3. and 
J[4. $6.11. | 

And yet theſe Prieſts ad. Prophets, from the gar] 
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udge and a Prophet, who 
O 
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eſt to the leaſt of them, could make a Profefion of tle 
old Covenant, | 

And let the Prieſts, and Prophets, and People, 
that profeſs the new Covenant, ſee if they be not 
given to this Idolatry of Covetouſneſs, which was 
hated and foftbidden of God and Chrift, and his Peo- 
ple, Prophets and Apoftles, 

And Feremiah further cryes out againft the Jews in 
Fey. 22.17. and fatd unto them, Thine Eyes and thine 
. Heart are for thy Covetouſneſs, and for ſhedding of Inno- 
cent Blood, and for Oppreſſion, and for Violence. 

Now this was the Fews Condition in the old Cove- 
nant, when they forſook God, and his Law and 
Spirit. | 

And now let all who profeſs themſelves Chriffians, 
in whom Chriſt doth ot Reign, which are nor gui- 
ded by the Spirit of 'God, 2s the Prophets and Apo- 
ſtles were, ſcarch'#ndtry themſelves, if the Fruits of 
their Eyes and Hearts, and the Fruits of the Spirit 
that was in the Fews, -doth not appear and is manifeſt 
1n them, a Spirit that lufts to do Yioleace and Opprel- 
fion, and a {pirit of Covetouſneſs, and: of Perſecuti- 
on, and of ſhedding innocent Blood, which was for- 
bidden by God and his Prophets in the old: Covenant, 
and by Chriſt and his Apoſtles in the new Covenaat,. 
aud by them abhorred and crycd out againft. But 
what was the End of the Fews which followed after 
that wicked ſpirit, and weat from the Lord x © 

And do thoſe called Chrifiovs think in: their 
Profeffon of the New Covenant, that they muſt have 
Liberty in theſscvil chings now,which were forbidden 
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inthe time of the old Law and Covenant 2 No, no; 
they are much more forbidden in the new, 

And the Lord faid unto Ezekiel, That the Jews 
would tome 414 fit before him as the Lord's People, and 
they would hear his Words, but they will not do them ; and 
with their Moutbes they would fſhew mnch Love, but their 
Hearts went after their Covetou[neſs, Ezek. 33. 31. 

Now will not the Priefts and Profeflors of Chriſten: 
dom hear and fay the Words of the New Covenant 
and Goſpel, and appear to ſhew much Zeal and Love 
for the Words of the New Teſtament, but they will 
not do them nor praQtiſe thera ; for their Hearts and 
Eyes goafter their Covetouſneſs, which is Idolatry. 

For have not you that profeſs the New Covenant 1n 
words, done as they that profeſſed the Old in words, 
even coveted Goods, Fields, Houſes, and taken by 
Violence, and Oppreſicd a Man in his Heritage, and 
Deviſed Iniquity, and wrought Evil upon your Beds, 
and in the Morning Light have practiſed it, becauſe 
you had power in your hands? 

And was not Wo pronounced againft all ſuch, that 
profeſſed the Old Covenant, and yet walked contrary 
toitz and. much more againſt all. fuch, as arc found 
in theſe Pratices now, who profeſs.the New ? Micha 
chap. 2. 

And Habbakkuk cryes, Wo to bim that Covets an Evil 
Covetonſneſs fs» bis Howſe, that he may ſet bis Neff on 
high, that he may be delivered from the Power of the Evil, 
&c. Hab. 2.9. He tells them, The Stone ſball cry out of 
the wall; and the Beam of the Timber [hall anſwer it againſt 
them, 


And therefore let ſuch covetous Perſons, that pro- 
S 
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feſs Chriftianity, hearkea and hear, if the Stones out 
of the very Wall do not cry out againſt you, and 
the Beam of the Timber does got anſwer it * 

And Chriſt ſaith in Mark 7, That which cometh out 
of the Man from within his Heart, defileth the Man (to 
wit) Evil Thoughts, Adultcry, Fornicatien, Mur 
ders, Theft, Covetoufuels, Wickedneſs, Deceit,. 
Blaſphemies, Pride, Fooliſhneſs, and an Evil Eye: 
Now theſe are the Evils that defile men, which the 
Devil, the Serpent, who is out of the Truth, hath 
wroug ht in man's heart, both in Adam and Eve, and 
the Fews, and the Chriſtians that go from God, and dif- 
obey his'Voice and Command : For noither God nor 
Chrift wrought any of theſe Evil Things in Man in 
the beginning, nor ſince, who is the Author of all 
Good. And therefore theſe Evil pe. ; muſt be pur- 
ged out of Manby Chriſt's Blood and Baptiſm, and 
- the Mortificatioh and Circumciſion of the Spirit of 

od. ba 

And Chriſt ſaid uato them -(to wit, the Fews) Take 
heed and beware of Covetoulneſs ; for « man's Life 
conſiſts not in the abundence of the things which he doth 


ef. 

Oh! that all that are called Chriſtians, and all-peos 
ple, would confider this bleſſed Do@nae of Chriſt 
the — Man ; and that they might come to un- 
derſtand and know what ' their Life does confift ins 
then they would take heed -and beware of Covetoul- 
nefs, which is Idotatry, Zake 12. 15. ah \ 

And the Apoſtle P.#/, who had the Care of th 
Churches upon himjhe writes to the Corinthians, Nor 
to keep company with any man ihat is called « Brother, vhat 


fs 
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15 & Forwicatcr, or Covetou:, or Jdolater, or Railer, or & 
Druxkard, or aw Extortioner ; with ſuch an one th 
were not ſo much as to eat: For ſuch as profeſſed 
Chriſtianity, and followed ſuch Practices, the Saints 
were neither to eat norto keep company with them 
for they ſhamed their Profeſſion of Chriſt;awity. 

So here the Apoftles and Saints; the true Church, 
had a Judgment given them, and did judge out the 
Covetous Idolaters, Fornicaters, Drunkards, Railers, Es. 
from having any Fellowſhip with the Saints, the true 
Church, not as much as to cat with them, nor to 
keep company with them of that ſpirit : For he ſaith, 
Neither Fornicators, mor Thieves, nor Drunkards, nor 
Coverou Idolaters, Railers and Extortieners,c. ſhall in- 
berit the Kingdoms of God. 

And the Apoſtle told the Corinthians, that ſuch were 
ſome of them, but they were waſhed, ſanttified 61d juſtified 
frem theſe things, in the Name of the Lord Feſws Ehriſt, 
and by the Spirit of God. So theſe were waſhed from 
their Fornication, Covetouſnels, Idolatry, Druaken- 
neſs,Railing and Extortion, and juſtified in the Name 
of Jeſus, and by-the Spiris of Ged. 

So the Apoſtle here doth not ſpeak of the Fornica: 
tors, Covetous Idolaters and Extortioners of the 
World, which were without, for God judgeth ſuch, 
But the Saints, the Apeftles and the true Church were 
to judge them that prattiſed ſuch things within the 
Church,ſhewing the true Chriſtians Charch had a Pow. 
er; and not to keepcompany ner to cat with ſuch, 
profefling Chriſt, that were of ſuch PraQices, know- 
ing that the Unrighteous ſhould not inherit the King- 
dom of God, nor Drunkards nor Fornicatozs, Thieves, 
Rallers, - 
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Railers, Extortioners, nor Covetous Idolaters ; they 
that inherit theſe Evils, were not like to jaherit the 
Kingdom of God ,. for they were defiled, unwaſhed, 
and not ſanQified nor'juſtified,&c. So thar if the Saints 
did keep company, or did cat with ſuch unwaſhed, 
unſanQtified, unjuſtified Perſons, or have Fellowſhip 
with them, they took the Members of Chrift and 
joyned them to an Harlot , for he that is joyned to ag 
Harlot, is one Bodyz For two (faith he) ſhall be oxe 
Fleſh. And theretors the Saints Bodies are the Mem- 
bers of Chriſt ; God forbid ould be joyned to 
Harlots, or that they ſhould them Members of 
an Harlot. And be that is joyned to the Lord, is one 
Spirit : and the SaintFBodies are the Temples of the 
Holy Ghoſt, which proceeds from God and Chrift, 
and being by with a Price the Blood of Chrift, 
and waſhed, and ſanQified, and juſtified in the Name 
of Chriſt Jeſus by the Spirit of God, they are to glo- 
rifie God in their Bodies, Souls and Spirits, which are 
God's,which he hath given them to glorific him with- 
al z Glory to his Name forever. 

And therefore all this old Leaven of Fornication, 
Adultery, Theft, Covetouſneſs, Idolatry, Drunken» 
neſs, Revelling, Extortion, and all Qnrighteouſneſs, 
Envy, Malice and Wickedne(s, muſt be purged our, 


which is the World's God the Serpent hath ghr 
in, that they may be anew Lump, and keep the Feaſt 
ou ma 


of Unleavened Bread of Sigcerity and Truth : For 
Chriſt our Paſfover is ſacrifice for us, as y ſee 
in 1 Cor. 5,& 6, chapters, which was the PraQtice of 
the Church in the Apoſtles dayes, and which-thould 
be ſo now to keep this Heavenly Paſſover with Unlea- 
yened Bread of Sincerity and Truth, And 
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And further, the Apob ell the Church of co- 
rimhinz Cor.6, and explains himſelf with a great 
Care of the Church, that they muſt not be Un- 
«qually Yoked together with Unbelievers. So this 
is an Unequal Yoke, to yoke Believers and Unbelic. 
vers together ; and gtveth his Reaſon, and faith, whar 
Fellowſhip hath Rightrouſnefi with Unrighteruſuef? and 
what Communion 3th Light with Darkneſi? and what 
Concord hath Chriſt with Belial ? or what part hath « 
Believer with an Infidel? and what A:reement hath the 
Temple of God with Idols? 

- New they that go contrary to the Apoſtles Do@rine 
in theſe things, have loſt their Senſe, and Sight, and 
Feeling ; for here 1s no Fellowſhip, nor Unity, nor 
Coneord ; here is a0 Agreement, nor no Parc with 
ſuch aferc-mentioned, that are out of the Truth; 
but they are Unequally Yoked with ſuch who are 
the Temples of the Living God, that joyn with them ; 
they in whom Ged doth dwell and walk, aad he is 
their God, and they are his People. 

Wherefore come out from among ft them, ava be ye ſepa. 
rate, ſaith the Lord, and touch nit the Unclean Thing, and 
I will receive you, and 1 will be a Father unto you, and ye 
ſhall be my Sons and Daughters, ſaith Grd Almighty, Here 
you may ſee, what the Saints, the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Ged,are to forſake. and not to touch, nor make 
no agreement with, aot be yoked to, but be ſeparated 
from it, that the Lord God Almighty may receive 
them, 

And again,the Apoſtle writes to the Epheſians, chap. 
4.5. That they ſhould put away Lying, 4nd every man [prok 
the Truth to bis Netghbour ; for they 4re Members ne of 
another ; and him that han Hes fedl ne mare 1 _ 

m» 
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him labour, morkinpg with his Hand's the thing that is goed. 
Ana let no corrupt Communication proceed out of your 
Mouthes, but that which « good, tending to Edification, 
which may miniſter Grace to the Hearers : and all Fulthi- 
neſs, Fooliſh Talking and Feſting, which was not conve- 
nieut, was to be put away. And the Saints,the Church 
of Chriſt, was not to have any Fellowſhip with fuch 
things, the unfruitful Works of Darkneſs, but rather 
reprove them. Ana Fornicaion, and all Uncleanueſs, 
and Covetowſneſs, let it not be once named amongſt you, 4s 
becometh Saints, For this you know (to wit, the Saints, 
the Church of Chrift) That no whoremonger, nor Un, 
clean Perſon, nor Covetows Man, which s an 1dolater 
[mark , Covetous, that 1s an Idolater}] hath any Ihe» 
ritence in the Kingdom of Chriſt and of God. Hexe the 
Church of Chrifh had their Knowledge,and had their 
Judgment to judge our theſe things, that kept people 
out of the Kingdom of God. And now Mark, if a cs- 
wvetous man be an 1aslater, as the Apoſtle ſaith, then all 
covetous nitn are Idolaters, and(hall net inherit the King- 
fomof God. 

And now let all thoſe that are called Priefts, Teach- 
ers, Miniſters and Prophets in Chriſtendom, fee if their 
Fruits do not declare them to be Covetous,and ſo Ido- 
laters, who preach Chriſt and the Apoſtles (and ſeem 
to have a Zeal for their) words;but how many of them 
will preach withour Tyches and Hirefand if people will 
not give it unto them, then to ſpoil their Goods, and 
caft them into Priſon, yea, till Death, as many have 
been, becauſe they would xot hold up and feed that I- 
dolatrous Spirit of Covetouſneſs in them. Whenas 
the Apoftle commands the Church, not ſo much as to. 
have Fellowſhip, nor Company, nor to eat with a .Co- 
Vetous Perſon, which is an {dolater. And: 
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And now, ifthe Saints, the true Church of Chris, 
muſt not eat, nor keep company with ſuch, then how 
muſt they hear them,or be compell'd or forc'd to hear 
ſuch? And knowing that Chriſt ſaid to his Minifters, 
whom he ſent forth, Freely they bad received, freely they 
were to give ; and they were neither to provide Silver 
nr Gold, nor Bag nor Scrty ; but to enquire, who was wor- 
it of their Meſſage 5 and what was ſet before them, that 
they were to eat ; and ſuch 15 were unworthy that would not 
receive them and their Meſſage,they were to ſhake the Duſt 
off their Feet, which ſhould be a Witneſs againſt them at the 
Day of Fudgment, And the Apoſtles did not caſt thoſe 
unworthy ones, that would not receive them, and ſet 
Meat before them, into Prifon, as ſome of your Mini- 
ſters do the People of God, becauſe they caanot uphold 
your Coverous Idolatrous ſpirit, in giving you Tythes 
and Hire, 

And now all you that will not preach Chriſt's & the 
Apoſtles words, nor py amongſt people, nor give 
them Pſalms to fing, and fing among them, and bap- 
tize Children (as you call it) or ſprinkle them, with- 
out the Tenths of peoples increaſe of their Labours, 
and without the Tenths of the increale of their Cattel 
and Goods, and have Set Wages by the Year for theſe 
things ; are not you the covetow Idolaters ? yea,& caſt 
people into Priſon, and ſpoil their Goods, and excom- 
municate them whom you do none of theſe works for, 
neither have they ſet you a work, gor hired you to do 
any of theſe thingsfor them: For do not moſt people 
every where generally hire you, & agree with you for 
ſo much in the year?or do not you make Friends with 
great Per ſons to put you into fat Benefices? & inſtead of 
inquiring where the worthy A are,are not yourPrieſts 
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enquiring,. where i zhe greateſt Benefice, and moſt Tythes, 
. awdin-comes? Andthen when you are lettled, do not 
you ſpoil the Geods, and caſt into Priſon, ſuch asne. 
ver hired you nor hear you © And is net this contrary 
ro the general Command of Chrift to his Diſciples, 
both to the 12, and the 70 ? Freely you have received, 
freely give, Fc, $0 is it not manifeſt here,that you are 
covetoss Idolaters that the Apoſtle ſpeaks againſt, hat 
ſhall net enter into the Kingdom of God ? 

For Peter in kis 2d general Epiſtle, ehap. 2: ſpeaks. 
of the falſe Prophets and falſe Teachers,and how meny 
fhould follow their perniciows wayes, by reaſon of whom the 
Truth ſhould be evil ſpoken of ; Which Truth the 
Apoftles preached freely, as they had received freely, 
according to the Command of Chriſt, And thelſc falſe 
Prophets and Teachors through Eovetouſneſs ſbould with. 
Feigned words make Merchandize of people, For how of- 
ten have the Teachers chang'd their Places and Ways? 
The Apoſtle compares ſuch with the 0/4 world, and $o- 
dom, and fallen Angels,that kept wat their Habitation, And. 
therefore, let the Teachers in Chrifendom, who caſt in- 
to Priſon and ſpoil peoples Goods for their Bellics, ex- 
amine and ſee if they be not the. men. 

And alſo, the Apoſtle writes to Timothy in 2 Tim. 3; 
of ſuch Coretowe proud Bodſters, and falſe Accuſers, and 
fierce Deſpiſers of them that mere good, which were heady, 
i 039003 PO# , Lovers of Pleaſures more than Lovers of Gud,. 
that had the Form of Goalinefi (which was the Form of 
Chriſtianity) but demyed the Power thereof ;, from [uch the 
S«i#ts,the true Church,were ts turn away. . For he like- 
ned thera to Favnes and Fambres, that withfoed Moles, 
who were men of corrupt minds, and did refiſt the Truth, 


and were reprobate concerning the true Faith ; theſe led ſuch. 
h | captive. 
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captive who were laien with ſins, and led about with divers 
luſts, alwayes learning, and were never able ts come to the 
knowledge of the Truth : And how ſhould they, being 
deſtitute thereof themſelves, & men of corrupt minds, 
bring any into the Truth and the Faith, when they are 
out of the trne Faith themſelves, and tell people, They 
auf carry 4 Body of Sinand Death to the Grave mith then ; 
and others ſay, They wwſt bave s Purgatory when they are 
dead : And ſuch are Reprobate from the Apoftles Do- 
Ctrine and Paith,which is the Gagne am in the dame 
nable Herefic, But the Apoftles exhorted the Saints, 
towalk in the Light, and the Blood of Feſus Chriſt ſhould 
cleanſe them from all Sin, And the Apoſtle told the 
Church, That they were waſhed.cleanſed, ſanitified, and ju- 
ftified,c. and this was whilſt they were upon the 
Earth.. And he tells the Epheſians, the Saints, Yo that 
* were ſometime Darkneſs, now are you Light in the Lord, 

And the Apoſtle writes to Timothy, 1 Tim.6. Having 
Food and Raiment let us therewith be content ;, and Godli- 
eſs with Contentment: i« great Gain : but they that will 
be rich, fall into Temptations and Snares, aud into many 
foolifh and hurtful Labs, which drown men in Deftruttion 
and Perdition: For the Love of Money is the Root of all E- 
vil, which while ſome coveted after, they have erred from 
the Faith, pierced themſelves through with mary Sorrows, 
But thew, O Man of 60d, flee theſe things, and follow after 
Righteouſneſs, Grdlineſs, Faith, Love, Patience, Meckne |. 
This is the Man of God's Path,and:to flee Covetenſpneſs, 
and the Love of Money, and ſuch as make Gain their 
Godlineſs ;. for-ſuch are deftitute of the Truth : and 
this ſhould be the PraRice of all'true Chriſtians now, 
And de not the men of the World, with the Cove» 


tous Prieſts and Teachers, and others, fly after —_ 
" _ 
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and Money, inſtead of Hying from it ? and after Gain, 
ſuppoſing it to be Godlunels? and is not this a Mark, 
that ſuch have erred fromthe true Faith, and are fallen 
iato ac = Aroma drown them in (rmreany 
and Perdition, ing into a Temptation & a Snare, 
1a coyecting after Riches & the Love of Money, which 
15 the Ragt of all Evil, Hathaot the Root of this E- 
vil been manifeſt by the Teachers of the World and o. 
ther People? the Prieſts and Teachers by deſtroying 
People for their Belliesz and the People by coveting 
and encroaching other Peoples Goods, and ſo deſtroy 
their own and others too: the Teachers and others 
ſhewing,that they are err'd from the Faith whichChr:/ 
15 the Author and Finiſher of, who ſaith, Freely you have 
received, freely give ;, and,Beware of Coverouſneſs. For 
the Apoſtle faith, 4 Biſbop muſt not be «4 Striker, nor 
greedy of Filthy Lucre, nor 4 Brawler, nor Covetous ; but be 
muſt bold faſt the faithful word, and be blameleſs: and 
ſuch Biſhops and Elders, Teachers and Deacons were 
Timothy and Titxs to ordain,as you may ſee int Tim... 
and Titus I, And they were to hold the Myſtery of 
Faith in « pare Conſciemce: And therefore how can any 
Biſhops or Teachers, Elders or Deacons be the Succee- 
ders of them, that the 4pofes, and Timerby, and Titus 
ordained, that are Strikers, Perſecutors, Covetous and 
greedy of filthy Lucre, yea, and caſt People into Priſon 
whom they do not over-ſce, nor teach, nor preach to ? 
are not ſuch erred from the Faith, the Evil Beaſts and 
S$log-bel/ies,that ſuppoſe Gain to beGodlineſs,that ſerve 
not the Lord Jeſus Chrift,but their own Bellies,which 
the Apoſtle bid Titus, Rebuke ſuch ſbarply, And now 
you may ſce ſuch as coveted to be rich, and were Per- 
ſccutors and Strikers, and greedy of filthy Lucre, ſuch 
; Timothy

Timothy and Titus were not toordain thoſe Biſhops and 
Teachers, Elders and Deacons; for ſuch were erred 
from the Faith ; then they were net like to hold the 
Myſtery of Faith in a pure Conſcience, which Chriſt 
is the Author and Finiſher of, who ſaith, Freely you have 
received, freely give, Forthe Apoſtle in A#.20. faith, 
that he was pure from the Blood of all men, he took the 
Church to record, that be badcoverea no man's Silver, 
Gold nor Apparel, and ſaid, that the Church knew thems- 
ſelves that his Hands had miniflred uno his Neceſſities ,& 
them that were with hins, Now here was a clear free Mi- 
niſter of Chriſt. And now let the Biſhops,Prieſts and 
Teachers,&c. in Chriftendow, try themſelves & their 
Praftice by the Scripture, and the Apoftle's Example, 
_ and the Command of Chrift,who ſaith, Freely you have 
received, freely give, Canyou lay, That you have coz 
veted no man's Silver,Gold norApparel.cither of your 
own people nor others wham you have not preacht to ? 
Can you ſay, You are clear kool the Blood of all men, 
as the Apoſtle ſaid, and call the Chrift:axs to record ? 
If you do ſay,You are;will not the Goals teftifie againſt 
you, and the Courts, and your own Hearts. and Con- 
{ciences alſo will witneſs againſt you > And how ma- 
ny have been perſecuted and priſon'd by you till Death 
for not giving you Money & Tythes, whom you do no 
work for ! what perſecuting and haling before Courts 
have you made ! You cannot call the Chriſtians to re- 
cord, that you are clear from the Blood of all men, that you 
Covet no man's Silver, Gold nor Apparel, and that you la- 
bour with your Hands for your owwNceceſſities & others,and 
that you are wot greeay of filthy Lucre, and are wot Strikers 
and Per ſecutors, ner are not then that ao cover after Money 


and the Riches of this worl.i, 8& that you do not give freely, 
as

as Chriſtcommands, manifeſting that you /have.not 
received freely from him.; but that:you are crred from 
the Faith of Chrift (by which the Apoſtles lived) ane 
from the Converſation oof the Saints in the primitive 
times. - For the Apoſtle ſaith te the Ehrtrch, Let your 
Converſation be withom Covetouſueſs, and be covtent with 
ſuch things 4s you have, And the. Lord ſaith, 7 will ne- 
wer leave thee mor forſake thee; 'Heb. 13.5. & Jolh.'1. 5. 
And ſo, this ſhould be the Converſation of allthat-pro- 
feſs Chriſt Jeſus, and then they- would covet after the 
beſt Gifts, and mot after the'carthly'things,and follow 
after Love and Charity, "IP 

And the Apoſtle ſaith, .#e ye Followers of me,:even 45 
1 am alſo of Chrift. 'And ſo itis clear the-Church of the 
true Chriftiays 15 not to follow any Teacher, but as he 
followeth Chrift ia his Life, Faith,"PraRice and Do- 
arine, And if they -make. a Profeſſion of the Form of 
Godlineſs, without the-Power, and Spirit, .and Truth 
they were to turn away from. them, and not to follow 


them : - But as every one hathreceived Chrift Jeſus, 
ſo walk in him in Humility.
